Shown just twice, he 
placed first at the 1956 Ohio State Fair, fourth in a long class at the 1956 International. 
We have never seen a bull come as fast as he has in the short time since his arrival 
at L and L. You will be impressed greatly by his depth, thickness, smoothness, great 
quarters, good head, and good doing ability. His dam, a double granddaughter of the 
100% dehorner Fascinator Standard x, was sold in the L and L sale for $700 as an 
open heifer to Acadia. Calrossie Troubadour traces directly in three different gener- 
ations to Kirkton Baronet, in the fourth to Calrossie Welcome. Because our sale 
temales have such long service dates we have not had the opportunity to use him on 
many sale females. However, we do plan to offer his service as a breding privilege 
on some open heifers and some cows that will calve shortly before the sale.
